Campbell declares that women play

there than they do ii'i the \Vest. In 
the fii'st place, in a n>iinl>er ot some 
three th(iii.«and llMderprallllnlc^•, only 
six or seven huniired are women. 
They are barred from niany ot the 
clubs, and have, no representation on 
the editorial board ot .the McGill 
Daily. 

Paper Hub of Campus Life 

The Daily impressed Campbell as 
the hub of campus life. There is an 
editorial board ot seven and a ré- 
pertoriai staff or about fjtty. "It is n 
comprehensive and ambitious paper," 
ho declared, "with a real oppor- 
tunity to develop journalistic talents." 
Up until two years ago the editorial 
column was entirely under the con- 
trol of the Students' Council. Today 
the editor has an importart execu- 
tive position, and lives in Union 
Building, where the editorial offices 
are situated, along with the Council 
and Athletic Offices. Ho It on Stu- 
dents' Council, along with the Presi- 
dent, a paid Scci-eiary. the manager 
of L'nion House, and the representa- 
tives of the various facultic;, ct 
which there are seven; Ai'Il=. Science, 
Medicine, Law, Dentistry. Theology, 
and Commerce, as well as Kui-sing. 
and a special course In Librarian 
work. These last two have no repre- 
sentation on Council. 

Fees Budgeted Differently 

Fees which correspond to A'.m.' 
Mater Fees here are rather different- 
ly budgeted. Out ot a fee of seven- 
teen dollars, ten go at once to the 
Athletic Board, which is entirely in- 
dependent of the Students' Council. 
Boots of ti'.hcts are Issued on the 
payment of tlicse fees. which will' 
gain admittance to every athletic 
function during the year. Physical 
examinations have to be passed be- 
lore any student is eligible for team 
work, and no Freshman can be on a 
major team. Scholastic standing is 
also taken Into consideration. 

The University of IJritisb Columbia 
Is not well-known in the lia.st. Camp- 
bell says, AVinnlpeg I» known as "way 
out West". "The mountains apparent- 
ly constitute a barrier to the student 
mind," he adds. The campus at McGill 
Is mnaller, the buildings older, though 
not more imposing than our own 
permanent buildings. The university 
Is in the middle of the <:ity — th- 
shopping district not >nw<= than 
few Ijlocks away, .iHhough the <uiii- 
PUB retains an old-world atmasphcre.

Victor Lnngc Taking Course 
Of Literature at Toronto 



FIRST SINCE WAR 



Exchange From Munich Con- 
aiders Canadian Students 
Disinterested in Politics 



Toronto, Ont. Oct., S, 1!I3P.— That 
the average Canadian undergraduate 
is too. youthful and too much pre- 
occupied in sports to tako an nc. 
live Interest in national politics is tho 
assertion ot Victor 'Lange, German cx- 
chaitgo student nt tho University ot 
Toronto. On the other hand, declares 
Mr. Langc. politics are tho dominat- 
ing factor In German university life. 

Jlr. Langc, who is the first ex- 
change student from Germany to a 
Canadian Unix'ersity, is a. graduate ot 
the Universities ot Leipzig and Munich 
and is ti.king a special course In Kng- 
lish and History. He comes to this 
country under an exchange scheme in- 
stituted by Professor H. J. Davis, of 
the University college. Toronto. 

Besides his studies in the German 
centres. Mr. Langc has resided for 
some time in London and Paris, and 
spent a few months in New York, on 
first arriving at this continent. He Is 
kneely interested in classical music, 
and is himself an accomplished viol- 
inist. 

Mr. Lange Is not- favourably Impres- 
sed by Canadian newspapers, which 
he scorned for their careless handling 
of news concerning Uuropoan political 
issues. He Is, however, Impressed with 
Canada's freedom from tho speed- 
mania, which is 80 prominent in the 
United States. He feels that Canadians 
know how to take advantage of leisure 
and that they jjrefer to advance slowly 
and suir-ly, r.jlher '.hat make progress 
by radical changes.

"l''r..Hliiiieii 11, k .voar arn quiet and iinobtniMve," was Ihe :;e„ern| opinion 
of iippercliisiimeii when Interviewed yesterday regarding this year's first year 
men. 

In every caso the older student expressed them.selves that the freshmen 
are hardly notlcegblo this year. Many bewailed tho tact that Initiation has 

iiccn abolished, while many others 
dnlnried that they saw no difference 
between a fir.st year man and a sopho- 
more and as .i. re.sult couW say noth- 
ing about tho former. 

"Tho freshmen this year are fpiiet 
and aro not obnoxious," stated Allan 
Kdaon, President ot the Arts Under- 
graduate Society. "They aro all fine 
young peoplo and will make excellent 
upperclassmen." 

Lack Union 
.Sam fîoodman oC debating and 
music tame bemoaned the f.act that 
initiation ot freshmen by sophomores 
has been .thotlahed. "Initiation was a 
bond which united freshmen Into a 
body and made them stand out as a 
unit In the University. Today the 
frcshm.in feels the lack of initiation. 
Ho Is undlstlngulshablc to freshmen 
.and to upperclassmen." Warming up 
on the subject of first year . students, 
tho bashful Goodman ventured to 
say that the treahettes are the nicest 
crowd he has seen in three years.. "It 
is a treat to stand in front of, Moy se 
Hall In order to watch the treahettes 
emerge from English 2." 

Obnoxious And Rowdy 
"The freshmen aro an obnoxious 
and rowdy lot," claimed Gilbert Sher- 
man, Senior in Arta. "One cannot go 
up or down the Arts steps without be- 
ing Jostled or pushed by some tower- 
ing freshman. Initiation should never 
have been abolished." 

Dave Lewla, editor pt the forthcom- 
ing McGllllad, and well-known de- 
bater, In dlaco'urslng uttered the word 
"heartrending", but upon discovering 
that hia opinion of the men and not 
the women was wanted, he began to 
generalize. "They are the usual lot," 
he stated. "The more there are the 
merrier. Freshmen are a good re- 
laxation to tired seniors." 

Nic« Hefty Lot 
Various men connected with the 
building expressed themselves ciulte 
emphatically about the newcomers oC 
this year. Bill Gentleman, caretaker of 
the Arts building hopes to see a large 
number ot athletes among the fresh- 
men. "They are a nice hefty lot," he 
added.' In thla he is supported by 
Harry Orlmsdale the caretaker of the 
Science Building, who expresaed him- 
self that there is Hulto a number and 
that they are older than In previous 
years.

NEWSGATHERING is never an easy job, 
and when reporters arc amateur and 
the community a college, the difficulties 
are emphasised because the veil-known 
channel? by which the city press gathers 
its information are altogether non-exist- 
ant. Now, a college paper depends almost 
entirely for its news on the activities go- 
ing forward on the campus and the meas- 
m*e of its values to the community is the 
thoroughness with which it reports and 
puts on record whatever of this activity 
there may be. 

The official functions of the depart- 
ments and faculties of the university are 
easily attended to, for their organization 
is centralized and information can be ob- 
tained from the various offices without a 
gneat deal, of difficulty. However, student 
organizations are decidedly different and 
the campus liàlîer is usually dependent for 
its information on the executive officers 
of the clubs and societies concerned. A 
great deal could be done both for the Daily 
and for its users if these functionaries 
would submit to the News Editor what- 
ever definite programs they may have in 
mind for the future. Those who have no 
very clearly marked plans and whose 
periods of activity are inclined to be fitful 
should get în touch with the îsews Editor 
when any new development arises and ask 
him to assign a reporter to call or phone 
and write the whole incident into a "story." 
Those who have a centre of activity far 
from the campus should bear in mind that 
it is never really necessary to come down 
to the office, provided that the News 
Editor knows of their requirements before 
one o'clock on the day preceeding that on 
which the news is to appear. 

Another difficulty involved in college 
journalism is that, for lack of a circulation 
depax'tment, the editors can never know 
how the paper is being received by its 
readers. There is, however, a way in which 
this may be overcome. It lies in the corres 
pondantre column. Here readers can tel 
each other, the editors and the outside 
world just exactly what they think about 
this and that. In , several papers this pithy 
comment has become a feature and holds 
a place of honor in the sheet. Last year the 
correspondance column was, at times, the 
.most interesting feature of the Daily, but 
to date this ses.sion, there has been nothing 
along these lines whatsoever. We hope 
soon to see some really good letters. There 
. will be naming of names. , and denouncing, 
for nothing is more indicative of the health 
of a pajje)- than an jinterested body of out- 
side correspondants.

It was this that prompted tho 
Institute Committee to suspend, at Its 
last meeting In June, tho rule rcquir 
Ing every freshman lo say "Hello " | 
when meeting upper-classmen. The 
Hello" rule was an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to graft a tradition Into Tech- 
nology life. Traditions cannot be legis- 
lated. They must grow naturally, and 
saying "Hello" to someone you have 
never met la not natural, even on a 
college campus. 

So they Is only one major rule that 
the Class of 1934 must obey. They 
must \vear their badge ot Identmca- 
tlon, the crimson and gray striped tic. 
To be sure they cannot sit on the seats 
In the lobby; but no one wants to sit 
there anyhow, now that the comfort- 
able wooden seats have been replaced 
by classic stone benches. The wear- 
ing ot the tie Is a tradition which has 
grown naturally, for wearing a tie Is 
much more natural than wearing a 
funny little caPr or saying "Hello."

Courses Eliminated 



Will Make U. of Washington 
More Cultural Institution

Seattle, AVush.— Toward the end of 
Incrtiasing the efficiency of teaching 
the more fundamental cultural and 
educational courses, a comtiiltttoe 
headed by Herman V. Tartar, pro- 
fessor of chemistry, hac announced 
a. program of elimination of num- 
erous "trade school" subjects that 
has been tinder way for the last two 
years. 

Courses Are Dropped 

One - hundred and twenty-six 
separate courses have been droppe'd, 
and this policy Will continue, during 
the present year, to weed out still 
other courses of a similar nature, the 
profildent's office predicts. 

The movement to change the Uni- 
versity into a more cultural Institu- 
tion harmonizes with Pesldent . M. 
Lyle Spencer's policy to teach the 
etudent this side of life and let him 
learn the "trades" after he has left 
:ollege. 

On this point, the President said 
»Vew months ago: "We desire, j-ore 
than anything else, to teach the stu- 
dent what he cannot Icern from 
.eociety. Ho <.'an easily pick up the 
trades out»id» of coUf-ge", 
L. A. Loses Most 
The liberal arts college has lost 
ytfegÉgéftlfeBt number, of courses. The

has had many courses taken out,

Students Study 
Colorado Geology 

Expeditione Bare Secrets of 
Prehietoric Man 



(By Exchange Service) 

Denver, Colo.— Three field trips to 
different parts of Colorado estab- 
lished for students in the depart- 
ment of anthropology that not only 
the later but very ancient tribes 
wandered Colorado territory. 

Plotogrp,phs, dpi (tepceX" rings, re- 
mains of fireplaces and flaked imj de- 
ments were among evidences which 
Professor 15. A. nenaud, Denvf,r an- 
thropologist, working with I'aul 
Beaubien and Dale King, discovered, 
. "We know that there were both 
onclent and modern tribes berause 
of the character of the rocks on 'Ahlcr- 
pictures wero found, çnd because of 
the super-imposition of new plctureu 
over old ones. 

"Plctographs or peckcd-ln rock pic- 
tures were usually found near water 
holes," Renaud said. 

"Perhaps some of the stones with 
their writings wero priniiiive ot- 
tenjpl«:;at^ worship, )n gratftijdc for 
the water' hole or spring,'' he con- 
tinued.

\ College Comment! 



A STUDY IN EDUCATION 
Amount of preparation is one point 
of difference between American and 
English collese students. Not that 
Enelish students or English schools 
are the antithesis cr even a model for 
American, nevertheless there a.'C 
many respects in which the average 
American student compares Unfavor- 
ably -with his English cousin. So the 
British a^ree aind so declare many 
able and respestcd American edaca- 
tris. It has been said that an averaye 
American Univcrîity student knows 
no more at ihj tiiae he graduates than 
the student in England when ho enters 
the second year in his university. Like 
many comparison this may or may not 
be accurate but Oxford and Cambridge 
are still regarded as the greatest cen- 
ters of higher learning. 

One reason for the superiority of the 
Oxford graduate Is the amount of pre- 
paration or background which he has 
had. On tho average he is two years 
'jldFT -tiian the American graduate. 
During- Ills public i.ir private sciiooi 
Cayf, lu.' Muoii'd with tiir; intention of 
entering colicRe. Because his course 
was planned to culminate in the four 
years or more at some university, he 
did not pursue the vacillating program 
of the Amtri<j;<n stu'kin who goes 
tiirough liigli scliool un'J i.s offered 
KtudiPs wiiioii are hiphiiI t'j i i;,-]blo 
him to finish his pducatioi), i^uuii ns 
ho is to rcceivu at school, when he 
graduates from that inslit-ulion.
